54,000,000: PERSONS AT WORK, 
INCREASE 700,000 IN MONT H 


Figure at Another Record High— 
2,800,000 Jobless Total 
Unchanged, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP).— 
Employment increased 700,000 from 
June to July, bringing the total 
number of persons at work to a 
new record high of 54,000,000, the 
Work Projects Administration re- 

ported today. 

Unemployment, however, _ re- 
mained unchanged at 2,800,000, the 
WPA said, explaining that, while 
700,000 persons found jobs, an equal 
number entered the labor force,

Law Gives St. Louis/— 
Power to. Regulate 
; Nuisance by Ordinance.

CLASSIFICATIONS 
NOT ARBITRARY 


Coal, Equipment Require- 
ments Held Valid Be- 
cause They Apply 
Equally to All.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug.‘ 7.— 
Constitutionality of the St. Louis 
smoke control ordinance was sus- 
tained by the Missouri Supreme 
Court, en banc, late yesterday in a 
ruling rejecting all contentions of 
invalidity raised against the ordi- 
nance. 

The court held the city had legal 
power to pass the ordinance, that 
it was a valid regulation of the 


dense smoke nuisance, and that the 
classifications of. coal and heating 
equipment in the ordinance were 
not arbitrary or discriminatory. It 
declared the ordinance did not vio- 
late provisions of the State and 
Federal Constitutions. 

A writ of habeas corpus sought 
by Bruce Ross Ballentine, 2737A 
Utah street, St. Louis, whose con- 
viction and $100 fine for violating 
the smoke ordinance last January 
were made the basis of the test 
case, was denied by the Supreme 
Court. Ballentine was ordered re- 
manded to the custody of the City 
Marshal until he pays the fine or 
serves it out in the Workhouse.

Court, Ballentine refused to :

The opinioh was written by 
Judge Ernest M. Tipton. All of 
the other Judges concurred, except 
Judge Charles Thomas Hays, who 
was recorded as not sitting. 

Judge Ernest S. Gantt, who did 
not sit with the Court en banc 
when the smoke ordinance case 
was argued last May 27, due to a 
row among the judges over the fire 
insurance ‘rate case, concurred in 
the opinion. 

Power Granted in State Law. 


Judge Tipton said the Legisla- 
ture had conferred power on the 
city to enact such an ordinance 
through a State law declaring dis- 
charge of dense smoke into the 
open air in cities of more than 100,- 
000 population to be a public nuis- 
ance and authorizing such cities 
to enact the necessary ordinances 
to abate a smoke nuisance. 

The law does not state the 
method or details of exercising 
this power, Judge Tipton said. 

“The rule is firmly established,” 
he continued, “that where there is 
an express grant to a city without 
the method or details of exercising 
such power prescribed, the city 
council has authority to exercise 
the power granted in any reason- 
able or proper manner, 

“The public policy or wisdom of 
a regulation in regard to the use 
of soft coal is for the Legislature 
to determine, and not the courts. 
The city of St. Louis has been 
granted the power to pass the or- 
dinance in question, and it is a 
valid regulation of the dense 
smoke nuisance.”

Other Ruhr Areas, Low!

LONDON, Aug. 7 (AP).—A 
strong force of British bombers 
last night attacked the big Ger- 
man industrial center of Duisburg, 
target of repeated raids in July, 


and other points in the Ruhr Val- 
ley, the Air Ministry announced to- 
day. Nazi airdromes in the Low 
Countries also were attacked. 

Six planes failed to return, 

The size of the force was not 
disclosed officially, but a British 
source said that in the days before 
the British hurled more than 1000 
bombers against Germa@fy in a sin- 
gle night, last night’s total would 
have been considered “a whopper.” 

Nazis Admit Damage. 

The German high command ac- 
knowledged damage to buildings 
by both high-explosive and incen- 
diary bombs and said there were 
some casualties in “residential 
quarters” in several towns. It said 
seven British bombers were shot 
down: 

Duisburg, an important commu-/} 
nications center at the junction of 
the Ruhr and Rhine rivers as well 
as the site of many vital war in- 
dustries, was last bombed by the 
Royal Air Force on the night of 
July 25—the fourth attack on the 
city in six nights. 

Last night’s foray was the third 
successive night assault on the 
Ruhr region. 

New Nazi Fire Bomb. 

German raiders were busy over 
Britain again during the night, 
dropping high explosives and in- 
cendiaries—including a new-type 
phosphorus fire bomb—at scattered 
points in East Anglia and on the 
east coast of Scotland and _ else- 
where. . 

The raids were not on a heavy 
scale, however, and although there 
were some casualties, first reports 
indicated the number was net 
large, 

Britons. had been prepared for 
the new phosphorus bombs by a 
bulletin from the Ministry of Home 
Security, which gave explicit in- 
structions for dealing with these. 
incendiaries, As a result, fires 
which were started were extin-

There dive bombers blasted cease- 
lessly at the Red lines as they bat-. 
tered the way for German gains, 

Battle Nazi Tanks. 

The Russians reported rolling 
the Nazis back in hard counter- 
attacks at the Don bend ap- 
proaches to Stalingrad, and said 
fierce. charging Don and Kuban 
Cossacks sabered more than 3000 
Germans as they beat off the as- 
sault of two tank and two infan- 
try divisions in a fight for a Cos- 
sack village south of the Don. Re- 
ports from this front said the Rus- 
sians were driven from the town 
twice, but each time won it back. 

(The German high command 
acknowledged the arrival of Red 
Army reserves in the battle, men- 
tioned large-scale Russian use of 
tanks in the Caucasus for the first

The President said also that he 
would like.to be able to vote in 
the Republican primary in the 
Twenty-sixth New York Congres- 
sional District, which includes his 
home in Duchess County. The 
obvious inference was that he 
would vote against Representative 
Hamilton Fish (Rep.), who is seek- 
ing .renomination for a twelfth 
term. 


Reads Appeal for Scrap.

U.S. Flyers Tell How Bomber Shot 
Down 4 Jap Fighters Over Wake 


Enemy Craft Disintegrated in Battle 3 to 5 
Miles in Sky—F lying Fortress Crew 
Suffered No Casualties.

HAWAIIAN AIR FORCE HEAD- 

QUARTERS, Aug. 7 (AP).—A sky 
battle three to five miles above 
Japanese-held Wake Island during 
which an American Flying Fort- 
ress destroyed four out of six at- 
tacking Japanese fighter planes, 
was described yesterday by Maj. 
George B. Glober and his naviga- 
tor, Lieut. Harry W. Smith. The 
40-minute engagement took place 
last week end. 
A fifth plane was reported prob- 
ably destroyed and there was doubt 
that the sixth was able to return 
to its Wake Island base. 

“We just disintegrated the Jap 
planes, two of which were Zeros 
and two of the new type similar 
to the Messerschmitt III or Hein- 
kel 113,” Maj. Glober, of San An- 
gelo, Tex., said. 

Eager for Another Fight. 

“My crew calls our ship a spook, 
and she sure was a spook to the 
Japs. It was the first time I and 
the crew had been in action against 
the enemy and now we all. are 
eagerly ready to meet the Japs 
anytime, 

“We were on a secret mission, 
reaching Wake after heavy weath- 
er about noon, It was a surprise 
to the Japs although 10 minutes 
before reaching the island we 
passed over a submarine which 
probably relayed word we were 
coming. 

“Six fighters took off as we got 
there and we saw one large four- 
motored flying boat and two small 
surface ships. 

“We completed our mission while 
the Jap fighters climbed to fight- 
ing positions. The engagemet 
started at 18,000 feet and ended 
at 25,000. 

“We came out with no casual- 
ties and only three machinegun bul- 
lets.in our ship.” | 

Lieut. Smith of Bangor and 


Bucksport, Me., gave this picture of 
the battle: 

“Six Japs attacked simultaneous- 
ly from all directions. One pulled 
ahead and turned in about 800 
yards, trying to come ih under our 
nose, firing incendiaries and shoot- 
ing all the way in to about 100 
yards when it disintegrated under 
our fire. It fell to the left and 
went spinning downward in smoke 
some 6000 yards. 

“The second plane shot down 
came in from the rear, doing lazy 
eights until ready for the run. We 
caught it at less than 400 yards 
= it disintegrated, falling like a 
leaf. 

“Another fighter came alongside 
within 15 yards. We could plainly 
see the pilot and he tried to get us 
from below but soon went down 
in flames, 

“We shot one at 50 yards. 


“We were uncertain whether we 
got the fifth plane but the sixth 
followed up to a point 150 miles 
from Wake, when it turned back, 
and there was 50-50 chance it got 
back to Wake, the weather being 
very bad.” 

Maj. Glober, asked if any of the 
Japanese tried to use parachutes 
when their planes were hit, said 
none tried, He explained all the 
planes broke up when hit. _ 

“It takes only a few of our .50 
caliber shells to disintegrate them,” 
he said.

Quartermaster Corps to Have 
Huge Motor Supply 
Depot Here. 


The Army Quartermaster Corps 
has taken over the new plant of 
the Continental Can Co., 7140 North 
Broadway, to establish what is ex- 
pected to become one of the larg- 
est motor supply depots in the na- 
tion, Lieut. Col. George W. Kitz- 
miller, commanding officer, an- 
nounced today. E 

The plant, which covers an area 
of eight acres, has been under 
preparation by the Quartermaster 
Corps for the past’ two months. 
About 1800 civilians will be em- 
ployed there, Col. Fitzmiller said, 
when it goes into capacity opera- 
tion within several months. About 
700 now are employed there. 

The Army has leased a 68-acre 
tract of land adjacent to the plant, 
which will be developed as a motor 


capacity of 7000 trucks and cars, 
Col, Fitzmiller related. 

“You might compare us to an 
overgrown automobile supply 
store,” he said. “We will carry 
81,000 parts, including tires, tubés 
and batteries, which we will supply 
to various military camps in our 
territory. Besides that, we supply 
the vehicles themselves.” 

In much the same manner as au- 
tomobile dealers conduct services 
On new cars, the motor depot will 
give each .new vehicle received 
from the factory a 100-mile road 
test, followed -by a check-up and 
general overhauling, before send-

More German Parachutists. 

Intensifying their drive for oil, 
the Germans were reported agg 
troop-laden air 
dropping fresh swarms of Font 
chutists behind Soviet lines in a 
costly expenditure of men and ma- 
chines, 
In the first officially .reported 
big-scale attempt to put air-borne 
troops down in the rear of Red po- 
sitions on the Caucasus battlefront, 
the Russians said nine of 10 big 
Junkers transports which landed 
in one sector were set afire or 
smashed and the soldiers account- 
ed for to the last man. 

Dispatches reported the Nazis 
were showering more parachutists 
behind Soviet lines after landing 
groups of between 100 and 150 
along with small tanks earlier in 
the week. The latest invaders 
were said to have been exterminat- 
ed or swiftly rounded up. 

Fierce Battles in Main Sectors. 

The Soviet noon communique 
said fighting continued without let- 
up through the night in the four 
main theaters’ of action. 

In one clash on the Kletskaya 
sector of the Stalingrad front, it 
reported the Germans were forced 
to retreat after losing 22 tanks and 
Soviet forces were credited with 
killing 800 Germans and knocking 
out nine tanks in another battle, 


Repeated German attacks were 
declared repulsed south of Kush- 
chevka in the Northern Caucasus. 
There the communique listed 700 
Germans killed and nine tanks 
knocked out by one Soviet unit. 


The noon communique did not 
disclose the progress of fighting in 
the Belaya Glina area, southeast 
of Rostov, where the . midnight 
communique had reported with- 
drawal to new positions before 
Nazi tanks and .motorized infan- 


try. 
Russians Win New Positions. 
The night communique said coun- 
terattacks in the Kletskaya sec- 
tor netted the Russians “an ad- 
vantageous defense line.” They thus 
eased the developing German 
threat of a pincers thrust about 


The defenders in the Kotelni- 
kovski area rallied after German 
tanks tore holes in Soviet lines, 
forcing the defenders to withdraw 
in several sectors. Fresh waves, of 
Nazi tanks were hurled against the 
Russians during the day but the 
noon Moscow announcement said 
the enemy failed to make further 
headway. 


The army newspaper ‘Rea Star 
said Nazi forces which crossed the 
Don in the region of Tsimlyansk, 
60 miles west of Kotelnikovski, had 
occupied the big Cossack village of 
Krasnoyarsky after 20 days of 
bloody fighting. 

Increasing activity by the Soviet 
Air Force was reported. 

Red Star said 17 German planes 
were destroyed in two Russian 
bomber raids on a camouflaged 
Nazi air base in northern Finland.

A reorganization of the Fire De- 
partment, intended to provide more 
efficient use of existing manpower 
and equipment, at a saving of 
$29,000 a year, became effective to- 
promotions, . 

The crew of each engine com- 
pany, which had consisted of two 
officers and 10 men in downtown 
districts and two officers and 
eight men in outlying areas, was 
increased by two men. 

Since each fire engine has four 
hose connections, Fire Chief Jos- 
eph W. Morgan pointed out, use 
of full crews would reduce the 
number of engine companies which 
must respond to one fire, cutting 
down the hazard of traveling to 
fires but increasing protection. 

Four Stations Abandoned. 

Total number. of engine com- 
panies was reduced from 51 to 43. 
Four of the eight eliminated com- 
panies were at stations which were 
abandoned today. They are En- 
gine Co. No. 10 at 18 South Jef- 
ferson avenue, No. 22 at 831 South 
Sixth street, No. 26 at 2100 North

“A Just Sentence.” 


This Court is of the opinion 
that it now has full and sufficient 
knowledge relative to the defend- 
ant and the offense of which he is 
guilty in order to impose a just sen- 
tence. The Court also feels that 
farther investigation and thought 
would not change the conclusion 
now reached, ee 

(Here the Court reviewed the 
life and background of Stephan 
prior to. April 18, 1942.) . 

The disloyal acts of this traitor 
should not cause us to fee] unkind- 
ly toward the thousands of our 
loyal residents and citizens who 
were born in Germany and other 
countries which are now our ene- 
mies. ... 

It has been disclosed that the 
wife of the defendant entertained 
the same views and her statements 
have been so pronounced, so dis- 
loyal to the United States and so 
pro-Axis as to justify her intern- 
ment if she were not a citizen. 
Proceedings should be taken im- 
mediately to cancel her citizenship 
in order that she may be interned 
lawfully. ... 

It would serve little purpose to 
describe what this. record already 
discloses as to the details of those 
hours while Krug (Oberleutnant 
Hans Peter Krug of the German 
air force) was here in Detroit, how 
Stephan took him from place to 
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place and did everything which 
would be helpful to Krug in the 
way of not only . concealing his 
identity, but outfitting him for the 
escape back to Germany... .

This Court would fall far short 
of doing its duty if it did not by 
this sentence teach a lesson to 
every disloyal citizen of the United 
States who would like to adhere to 
the enemy and aid and assist the 
enemy during this awful war.

Senate Body Hears 
Protests Against a 


Pari-Mutuels Tax 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP).— 
Herbert B. Swope, chairman of the 
New York Racing Commission, 


protested to the Senate Finance 
Committee yesterday against a pro- 
posed 5 per cent Federal tax on 
pari-mutuel betting. 

Swope said that if the tax on 
track betting became too large, it 
would encourage illegal bookmak- 
ing on which no tax at all would 
be collected. Moreover, he said 
that if taxes killed racing the 
breeding of thoroughbred horses 
would end. 

In this connection Thomas R. 
Underwood, Lexington (Ky.) editor 
who spoke for the Kentucky Rac- 
ing Association, said he thought 
that the horse farms represented 
the largest privately-financed con- 
servation effort in the country. He 
said the United States now was 
being called upon to furnish the 
blood lines not only for horses but 
for pure bred livestock of all kinds 
for all of the world. 

Gov. Spessard Holland of Florida 
argued that the field of pari-mu- 
tue] taxation ought to be left to 
the states. He said that the $4, 
390,000 tax collections from racing 
in Florida last year represented a 
large share of the State’s revenues. 

Holland said his State would 
have to amend its Constitution to 
tap new sources of revenue if the 
Federal pari-mutuel tax were im- 
posed.

CRITICAL STAGE - 
OF WAR FOR ALLIES

N all our thinking about this 
war, we must continuously keep 
in balance the short range and 
the long range peint of view. The 
short range picture is not~ . too 


cheerful. Werare going through a|- 


very critical period trying to pre- 
vent the enemy from making too 
much use of his remaining offen- 
sive power. It has frequently been 
said that the Axis must win this 
year or abandon hope of victory, 
and the reasons why this is so will 
bear restating. 

First of all is the shipping sit- 
uation. We would be in a far more 
favorable military position. if we 
had enough ships to employ the 
actual military force available in 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain at any place in the world 
where it was needed. By next 
spring, this situation will be very 
much better, for the following rea- 
sons: 


1, The accelerated American 
ship-building program will. be de- 
livering more ships. 


2. Increased nufnbers of escort 
vessels and long-range aircraft 
will permit a much higher degree 
of protection to convoys; there 
will be no more “happy hunting 
grounds” where enemy submarines 
can concentrate and find soft pick- 
ing, thus they will not only have 
to operate much.less_ efficiently 
but the scale of submarine losses 
will rise. 


3. Intensified bombing of Ger- 
many, which will be a feature of 
any “second front” program, will 
reduce Germany's capacity to 
build submarines. 


All these factors are cumulative 
in their effects and inter-active on 
each other. 

In addition to a marked improve- 
ment in the shipping situation, we 
may expect a very considerable 
development of air transport. More 
cargo planes will be available, 
more bases will be equipped, the 
routes over which the planes oper- 
ate will be better laid out and the 
pilots and other personnel more 
experienced. Many of the present 
“bugs” in air transport on a large 
scale will have been ironed out. 
As the consequence of all this, 
the fighting power, developed in 
North America and the British 
Isles, will be far more mobile, and 
we shall be able to make it much 
more effective in any part of the 
world where we desire to use it. 

On the other side, the enemy’s 
fighting power will be decreased. 
Both Germany and Japan began 
this war with the full knowledge 
that they must pass through a 
period of blockade during which 
they would be denied access to 
many vital raw materials. They 
began therefore with large stock 
piles of the items which they would 
temporarily be denied and they 
counted on victory before these 
stock piles were used up. Both na- 
tions have been able to add ap- 
preciably to their stock piles by 
looting the resources of areas they 
have conquered. But the loot is 
being used up and the stock piles 
are diminishing; by next spring, 
the blockade is not 
broken and all the Allies are still 
strongly in the field, these stock 
piles will in many items be very 
low. .

Lieut. A. Y. Par- 
unak Use Lake That 
Disappears Next Day 
to Brink Out One of 
Two Groups Saved. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP). 
WO rescues of 15 stranded 
Army airmen from the bleak 
and treacherous ice cap of in- 
terior Greenland were disclosed by 
the Navy ‘today in an accounce- 
ment crediting the accomplish- 
ments to Lieut. Col. Bernt Balchen 
of the Army and Lieut. A. Y. Paru- 
nak of the: Navy. 

Thirteen of the men were mem- 
bers of a crew of a Flying Fort- 
ress, which had been forced down 
about 100 miles inland from a Navy 
base. They were taken out safely 
July 6 after Col. Balchen had led 
them across Alpine-like ice fields 
to a temporary lake where Lieut. 
Parunak picked them up in his 
Navy patrol flying boat. Next day 
the lake which made this rescue 
possible had disappeared. 

Two weeks later a similar opera- 
tion by Lieut. Parunak and Col. 
Balchen resulted in the rescue of 
Col. Robert W. C. Wimsatt of 
Washington, D. C., and his Ser- 
geant, whose name is not available. 
Their light plane had made a 
forced landing on the edge of the 
ice cap, near a regular lake, while 
they were on patrol] duty.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

E’D get along much better with 

the war effort if we talked less 
about the possibility of the United Na- 
tions losing, less about the day’s battle 
being potentially decisive in the history 
of the world, and less about this move- 
ment or that being our last chance to 
start a victory drive. 

The idea of declaring “We can lose 
the war!” is to sober the over-confident. 
It may do that. It seems to me, though, 
that we should be more concerned with 
the attitudes of the fearful and irreso- 
lute, who are much more plentiful, Such 
talk increases their numbers. 

The truth, however, is that we cannot 
lose this war. Even defeatism could 
only delay victory. Whatever setbacks 
we recéive make the,fight harder and 
longer. They do not make it less surely 
inevitable. It is a struggle from which 
we cannot escape until we win. Has 
France lost the war? Has Norway? 
Has Poland? They have the same in- 
escapable battle ahead of them they had 
the day war began. 

We are not contending for forts but 
for a right of way. Any defeat or any 
triumph which leaves that way blocked 
leaves the war-unfinished. I believe we 
will do more and do it faster if our de- 
termination to win springs from that 


somewhat grim realization rather than | 


unrealistic fears of losing the war. 
Above all, we shall keep on trying long- 
er, with fewer ups and downs in our spir- 
its, without false hopes and fears. We 
shall not quit at the Don or the Volga 


-or even at the Hudson: or the Mis- 


sissippi. Nor shall we halt, when we 
start winning, at the Rhine or the 
Dnieper or at their counterparts in the 
intangible realm.

The new Commissioner, who will take over when 
Mr. Tucker again assumes his full-time duties at 
Washington University, has been associated with the 
smoke elimination campaign from the beginning. 
As chairman of the Special Smoke Committee of the 
Associated Engineering Societies of St. Louis, he sub- 
mitted a report which contained most of the points 
later incorporated in the ordinance, He said then— 
and still firmly believes—that clear winter days de- 
pend on the burning of smokeless fuel or the use of 
mechanical firing equipment. 

He was appointed by the Mayor with the fall sup- 
port of James L. Ford Jr., chairman of the Smoke 
Elimination Committee, of Mr. Tucker and of the 
Director of Public Safety, H. D. MeBride, who will 
be his superior in City Hall. This unanimity is the 
best sort of evidence of 100 per cent determination 
to keep the program in force, to preserve what the 
Mayor described as “the greatest accomplishment in 
the history of the city.” 

Together with the Supreme Court decision, this 
ought to be enough to drive from the field those 
who—for selfish reasons—have been trying to sabo- 
tage the ordinance. But, even if it does, Mr. Boyles 
will not be without his problems. The most serious 
of these would arise if, because of war needs, the 
Government found it necessary to cut off the city 
from some of its sources of smokeless fuel.

No better news has come out of organized labor 
headquarters in months than that which has the 
AFL and CIO presumably getting together to avoid 
strikes growing out of disputes as to which will 
represent workers.

The Nazis Deplore Our Libraries 


No country has developed public libraries as we have, says German 
magazine; we have done so, it declares, to supplement low-grade 
public education and largely to wean immigrants from old loyalties 
to our “fanatical” democracy; children are among leading patrons.

prised at the number and size of public 

libraries which can be found in every 
city. The Americans like to boast that the 
institution is closely bound up with their 
democratic principles; it appears to them 
a proof of equal educational opportunity, 
which they think is a purely American in- 
vention. 

In reality all other cultural countries, 
whatever their political makeup, have long 
stabilized the public library. But peculiar 
to America is their scale and extent, 

There are several reasons for this phe- 
nomenon. Certain remnants of puritan 
psychology and the standardization of ma- 
terial life, make it difficult for the average 
American to spend his leisure in any origi- 
nal way. Together with entertainment of 
a more superficial nature—no nations visits 
the cinema and prize fights so frequently as 
the American—reading plays a much more 
important part in American life than is 
usually assumed in Europe. Mostly read of 
course, are so-called magazines and books 
of purely entertainment value; but political 
literature has also begun to attract a 
following. : 

Women and young girls particularly have 
much time for reading.

The public library pays special attention 
to the new immigrants. This fact is worth |

noting, because in every other way the new 
immigrant in America is treated with un- 
imaginable cruelty. The public library 
realized early in its history that one of its 
main tasks was to help assimilate the im- 
migrants. Its protagonists underlined the 
spiritual and political principles of Amer- 
ican life. In the eyés of the American, 
there just is no historical parallel to the 
righteousness of the war of independence 
and the grandeur of the proclamation of 
rights.

It is important to remember that, particu- 
larly in New York City, a great many of the 
librarians are Jews, Their knowledge of 
languages and their exaggerated American 
patriotism makes them welcome apostles of 
American ideals. The flow of Jewish in- 
tellectuals from Germany since 1933 has 
already left its mark on the American 
library. Many of them have found positions 
as librarians and use these positions for 
anti-German propaganda. 

The type of book, contained in American 
and German libraries, shows clearly the 
difference between their respective philoso- 
phies of life. A great number of books on 
racial science, on Germans abroad, on 
military education and questions of national 
security, which in Germany play such an 
important part, are non-existent in the 
United States. 

Instead, there are innumerable volumes 
of hysterical and unfair anti-German con- 
tent. Books on the problem of race are 
being refused outright, as if America were 
not the typical land of burning racial prob- 
lems, with her 12,000,000 Negroes, her in- 
nhumerable Jews, Slavs and Mongols, 

But capitalist interests support the pub-

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1871 Mark Is Exceeded 

Though Month Was Sun- 
nier Than Usual. 


Four weather records fel! in St. 
Louis last month—all in the amount 
of rainfall within a given period— 
although 48 hours of sunshine 
more than normal for the month 
were recorded, it was shown to- 
day in the Weather Bureau’s 
meteorological summary for July. 

The precipitation records were 


heaviest rainstorm since 1871, the 
year the weather records here 
start. A five-minute record of six- 
tenths of an inch was made; a 10- 
minute record of one inch, a 15- 
minute record of 1.3 inches and a 
24-hour mark of 6.94 inches. ‘The 
month’s rainfall of 7.92 inches was 
4.94 inches in excess of the normal 
for July. 

Total sunshine: hours during the 
month, however, were 367, 

The highest temperature, 97 de- 
grees.on July 30, was well below 
the record; lowest temperature was 
66 degrees on July 2 and 8. Mean 
temperature was less than two de- 
grees above normal, 
The weather was clear on more 
than half of the days, with thun- 
derstorms on nine days. Smoke 
enveloped much of the city July 25. 
Wind, blowing from a prevailing 
southwest direction, attained a 
maximum velocity of 35 miles per 
hour July 4—considerably less than 
the record for the month. 
Relative humidity for early 
morning topped 90 per cent four 
times; least humid day was July 
31, with a reading of 64 per cent 
and the lowest humidity daily was 
shortly after noom. 
The river stage, at flood levels 
during the early days of the 
month, dropped steadily to 9.3 feet 
July 31. 


GOV. COOPER IS NOMINATED 
FOR THIRD TERM IN TENNESSEE 


Senator Tom Stewart, Given Big 
Memphis Majority by Crump 
Faction, Also Is Victor. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 7 
(AP).—For the second time since 
the Civil War, Tennessee Demo- 
crats yesterday nominated a Gov- 


ernor for a third two-year term, 
bestowing the honor on Prentice 
Cooper. 

Nominated along with Cooper 
were Incumbents Tom Stewart for 
United States Senator and Leon 
Jourolmon for State Public Utili- 
ties Commissioner. The Democratic 
nomination in statewide races is 
tantamount to election. 

Stewart received the nomination 
for his first full six-year term in 
the Senate after a spirited race 
against Edward Ward Carmack, 
former newspaper publisher, Coop- 
er won by a wider margin over 
Former Congressman J. Ridley 
Mitchell.

HE formula that. you can’t 

fight today’s war with tomor- 
row’s weapons is an even more 
dangerous symptom of _§sileep- 
walking. The plain truth is that 
everybody is fighting today’s war 
with the weapons of yesterday. 
The planes, guns, tanks, ships that 
are now in service were designed 
and put into production 12, 18 
and even 24 months ago. It is the 
fact, of course, that what we de- 
cide to produce today will not 
reach the fighting front this sea- 
son, that some of it may not reach 
the fighting front for quite some 
time to come. But that is pre- 
cisely the reason why, in addition 
to doing the utmost with what we 
have today, we should also be do- 
ing the utmost today to have 
better weapons tomorrow. The 
very fact that it takes time to de- 
sign and produce tomorrow’s weap- 
ons is the most urgent of all 
reasons for starting now. 

Certainly it takes judgment, as 

well as vision and audacity, to 
prepare today the right weapons 
for tomorrow. But that is just 
what it takes to win this war: 
Sound judgment in men who have 
bold hearts and seeing minds. If 
men of that sort do not come to 
the top, if they are not pulled to 
the top by our leaders and pushed 
to the top by the people, we shall 
never get the initiative in this 
war. We shall always be surprised 
by the Japanese Zero planes and

HIS sort of thing is the lay- 
man’s business in this war, It 

is not for us to say when or 
where the offensive blows shall be 
struck. It is not for us to choose 
the weapons for the fighting men. 
But it is our business to insist 
that we exploit to the limit our 
superior resources, instead of using 
them to obtain relatively mediocre 
results with comparatively small 
sacrifice. It is our business to 
insist that the way to use our 
advantages to win the war is to 
use the last ounce of our surplus 
to do the things that are unex- 
pected and that our enemies can- 
not match. It is our business to 
clear a path through all the dead- 
wood, the red tape and the rubber 
stamps for the brave, the bold 
and the enterprising. 

That is one of the chief func- 
tions of a free press in war time:

DIAGNOSIS: In a metropolis

dollars per year. An advertise- 
ment of one-eighth page costs in 
the neighborhood of $200 per issue 
in newspapers with a circulation of about 250,000, which would 
befit cities like Boston and Pittsburgh, Detroit, Denver, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and the like. The rates would, of course, 
be less for cities and towns. I should recommend that 
the dental societies try to run one advertisement per week, of 
at least one-eighth page size. If our professional men would 
only follow the sound example of business leaders of their 
towns, they'd find that all of the latter realize the fundamental 
truth that you must spend money in. order to make money.

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Cooking the Child's Food —

F water for cooking could be 
| rationed things would be about 

perfect in the kitchen. Then the 
children’s vegetables would not be 
drowned and come out of the pot 
miserable corpses against which 
children put up stone-wall resist- 
ance. Why will people drown the 
poor things? 


I believe that vegetables, rightly” 


cooked, are the mainstay of the. 
children. They are filled with 
precious food elements that would 
nourish the children wonderfully, 
if they could get them. Many 
mothers buy all the good vegeta- 
bles and then destroy their value 
by overcooking them in too much 
water. 

Vegetables do not need to be 
covered with water and boiled 
like mad. They want genjle treat- 
ment. Wash them well; | leave 
their skins on if that is possible; 
put only enough water to keep 
them from burning in the pot; 
cover them; set them on a mod- 
erate fire; save the’ juices in the 
pot for soup; butter the vegetables 
and serve them to the hungry 
children, If they are lively when 
they come to the table, the chil- 
dren will eat them manfully and 
ask for more. 

I like heavy, thick pots for 
cooking vegetables. Thin, light 
pots let them burn too easily 
when we give them only a little 
water. The new pots that cook 
food under steam pressure are the 
best of all in my experience. 

The pressure cookers, steamers 
and their like, use less fuel, do the 
job in less time—imagine peas 
cooked in two minutes—and well 
cooked. These pots are of heavy 
steel and it would be hard work 
to burn food in them. The veg- 
etables come out in good color, all 
their flavor, all their vital elements 
within them, ready to nourish chil- 
dren perfectly. 

If we cannot have the pressure 
pots and steam cookers, we surely 
have heavy thick pots that do well 
for slow cooking. And we can 
use little water and watch the 
things cook. We can all do that 
for the sake of the youngsters who 
need every precious vitamin their 
good vegetables hold. 

There is no country in all the 
world that has such richness of 


fruit and vegetables; and it is sad 
to think that so much of it is 
wasted in the cooking. We surely 
can do better. 

Feed the children with raw veg- 
etables now and then. Young car- 
rots washed and cut in dainty 
sticks, young scallions, celery 
stalks, radishes, cabbage, lettuce, 
very young peas, are delicious 
eaten raw and there can be no 
question about their losing their 
vitamins. Unless, of course, they 
are allowed to lie about and 
shrivel. 


This is the time to reform the 
cooking of vegetables if it has not 
been spruced up for the duration 
long ago. Get a heavy steel pot, 
a steamer, a pressure pot, anything 
but a thin, tin one, and make a 
ritual of cooking those vegetables 
so they hold their food values. If 
these are drowned out just as well 
give the youngsters a bundle of 
hay and done with it. You will 
know when you get them just 
right. The children will ask for 
more instead of saying, “None, 
thank you.”

It is expected that in a short 
time, with men gunners leaving 
for the front, actual shooting 
will be taken over by the 
women. Mrs. Dygert intends, 
if the war lasts long enough, to 
perfect herself in ballistics. She 
anticipates that with increasing 
production more women will be 
needed to take the places of 
men who, though they are in de- 
fense work, can be more useful 
in branches of service where 
women cannot serve. 

Mrs. Dygert’s hours are 8 
a. m. to 4 p. m. five days a 
week. She considers it no hard- 
ship that she has a 12-minute 
walk from the gate of the plant 
to the proof building. This 
work is a branch of the Civil 
Service but operates under the 
ordnance department, 

Inspection of ordnance calls 
for the highest degree of skill, 
exactness and responsibility. 
Ammunition that has been in- 
spected and passed will have no 
other test until it ig fired in 
action, justifying the soldier's 


faith or exposing him, if it is 


defective, to the danger of death. 

That is why Mrs, Dygert and 
the 40-odd other inspectors at 
the plant take their work se 
seriously, feeling that they hold 
the fate of American soldiers 
and sailors and airmen in their

A furious argument immediately 
arose between the North and South 
players, South demanding to know 
why North had not taken the no 
trump out to two clubs, and North 
countering that on a 60 part-score, 
he had. had every reason to feel 
that his king, two queens and «4 
jack were sufficient help for a 
sound no trump. North added, 
didactically but not too logically, 
that he had seen no point in “in- 
creasing the contract.” South, 
aside from pointing out that four 
clubs would have been cold, where- 
as one no trump could not be made, 
fumed and spluttered too much to 
make himself clear. So perhaps I 
had better take up the cudgels in 
his behalf. 

North’s pass to one no trump 
and his argument to justify that 
pass were equally absurd. South’s 
no trump was perfectly correct as 
to both distribution and honor 
holding, yet it was utterly impos- 
sible for him to take seven tricks 
against good defense. It would be 
a sad commentary on the game of 
bridge if there were anything to 
North’s argument that it would 
have been unwise to “increase the 
contract.” Whatever North felt 
about the future of the no trump 
contract, he should have been ab- 
solutely certain that a two club 
contract would be safe. At a club 
contract the singleton diamond 
was an asset, but at no trump it 
was an enormous liability. Had 
there been no part-score, North 
might have had a bidding problem 
on his hands (although even then 
the two club take-out would have 
been logical). But on the actual 
60 part-score there was no conceiv- 
able excuse for North, with a dis- 
tribution that strongly favored 
trump play, to leave his partner 
high and dry at one no trump.
